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Victory Loan To 
Provide Adequate

Why is the New Loan' for 
$600,000,000 Being Launch¬ 
ed? The Expense of Outfit¬ 
ting the Army *.-« 

How is the money for which the 
government ask^__being expended ? 
Why is it necessary to make repeated 
calls on Canadians ? Here are some 
of the details: 

In-order to outfit a soldier $115.00 
are required. Major costs are rifle and 
bayonet, battle dress, great coat, gas 
mask, steel helmet and sundries of 
haversack, ground sheet and such 
equipment. Canada has many infan¬ 
try battalions at home, overseas and 
in reserve. One battalion fully equip¬ 
ped for the field costs $310,000. Per¬ 
sonal equipment for a battalion at 
full strength with re-enforcements 
must supply 41 officers and 896 other 
ranks. 

Motorized transport requires scout 
cars, wireless t :ucks, motorcycles and 
other trucks. Armaments are Bren 
guns and universal carriers. General 
stores include blankets, ammunition, 
sidearms, medical supplies, spare 
parts for transport, etc. 

High Cost of Beating Hitler 

Guns cost as follows: Bren gun 
$450; 2-pounder anti-tank gun and 
carriage $7000; Bofors anti-aircraft 
complete $12,500; 3.7 anti-aircraft 

gun $69,000. 

Ammunition -includes a 500 pound 
aerial bomb from $80 to $200; 3.7 an¬ 
ti-aircraft shell $20; 26 pound shell 
$12.50. 

Armored equipment runs to $90,000 
for an infantry tank; $5000 for uni¬ 
versal carriers. 

Aircraft is costly. Bolingbroke 
bombers $125,000; Hampden bombers 
$150,000; amphibians $100,000; Avro- 
Anson Twin Motor $50,000; Spitfire 
or Hurricane $25,000. 

Ships cost as follows: corvette 
$550,000; minesweeper $575,000; car¬ 
go ships $1,750,000. 

The cost of operating and manning 
a destroyer for one year is $400,000. 
The maintenance, of naval rating tor 
a year is $1,590. A parachute cpsts 
$235 and an ambulance $2500. 

What Has Been Done 

Some time ago Winston Churchill 
said to United States, ‘Give us the 
tools and we shall finish the job.” 
This was meant also for Canada. Here 
Ire some of the tools. 

Hundreds of thousands of anli-air- 
■raft shells have been shipoeJ. Ship¬ 
yards have turned out corvettes, 
minesweepers and other craft by 
thousands of tons and these are in 
service on convoy or along British 
shores. The total production of ex¬ 
plosives in Canada in 1941 shouM al¬ 
most equal the entire output of the 
last war. Canadian factories are now- 
producing more than 160 planes 
monthly, with 15 Hurricanes weekly 
now going up to 25. Canada is pro¬ 
ducing Bren guns, two types of anti¬ 
aircraft gun barrels, aerial bombs, 
universal carriers, armor plate. Tens 
of thousands of military vehicles 
have gone to Britain. Tens of millions 
of rounds of small ammunition and 
gun ammunition are going out. 
Manufacture of 25 pound field guns 
will be started, also four types of 
naval guns, depth charges, rifle gren¬ 
ades, etc.

Plea For Increase 
Old Age Pensions 

F. D. Shaw, M.P., of Red Deer, in » 
speech in the House of Commons urg- 
ng increase in amount of old age pen¬ 
sions, contrasted the pensions paid to 
retired Judges of Canada. He said 
one retired judge was getting $1000 
a month; another $750; several getting 
$600 a month and so on. The lowest 
judge's pension is $416 a month, but 
the lowest old age pension is $11.28 a 
month, and the highest average is B 
C. at $19.13 a month. 

He said that Britain In time of war 
had increased her amount of pension 
and lowered qualiflation age to 65 
year*. United States is paying as 
much as $40 a month. Mr. Shaw 
urged an increase of the Canadian old 
age pension to $30 or $40 a month, 
and lowering the age to 65 yean.

• His View of German Air 
Raids. Published in Advocate 
Last Fall, Received Wide 
Publicity in U-8.A. 

Narrow escapes are no doubt com¬ 
mon in England these days, but W.O. 
I, Arthur Warner, R.C.A.F., formerly 
f this d.strict, is beginning to believe 
that he has a charmed life. 

"In letters to his parents, Mr. and 
I\l s. A. A. Warner, “Ait” relates that 
he recently had his ’photo taken to 
send home. When he returned the 
next morning for the proofs, ttye pho¬ 
tographer’s studio was gone. 'A Nazi 
i)omb had exploded nearby flattening 
the studio and wrecking buildltfgs all 
around. Another time of late weeks, 
he was to transfer to new lodgings. 
After waiting for some time for his 
baggage to arrive he returned to his 
hotel for the night. During the night 
an incendiary bomb completely de¬ 
stroyed the Club at which he was to 
stay. During a recent night raid as 
he was sprinting for a shelter down 
a paved street, an automobile sudden¬ 
ly plunged frdm sight directly at his 
side. A huge hole with water gushing 
up had just been made by a bomb, and 
Arthur realized, as he watched the 
car’s driver scramble out of the hole, 
that he had just missed stepping into 
it himself. 

Despite these harrowing experien¬ 
ces he maintains that conditions are 
not as bad, especially for the fighting 
men, as some people on this side be¬ 
lieve. He says that he has always 
had plenty to eat and a good variety. 
His quarters have always been com¬ 
fortable and often in picturesque sur¬ 
roundings. 

A most interesting sidelight on the 
attitude of most Americans toward 
the war was shown in letters receiveu 
by Mr. Warner several weeks ago.Last 
autumn Mrs. Warner kindly loaned 
the Advocate a letter she had received 
from her son, in which he vividly a» 
scribed air-raids he had witnessed 
which were of a particularly savage 
nature. Among ether things he had 
seen fliers swoop low over a play¬ 
ground and deliberately rake it with 
machine gun fire while children were 
at play. That and similar incidents 
had so incensed Mr. Warner, himself 
a father of four young children in Cal¬ 
gary, that he had expressed a most 
fervent desire to give every German 
“a taste of his own medicine.” As 
the Advocate has many subscribers in 
the U.S.A., the paper was naturally 
read by several people across the line 
and eventually Mr. Warner’s letter 
was reprinted. < n one or two large 
American newspapers to show what 
conditions really arc in England. 
Shortly after this story appeared, Mr. 
Warner received an astonishing num¬ 
ber of letters from people whom he 
had never seen onr heard of, heartily- 
voicing .agreement with his expressed 
w ish to pay ^ack all the suffering Ger¬ 
many is causing. 

Mrs. A. A. Warner particularly 
asked that thanks be extended to tht. 
Vulcan Lodge, B.P.O.E., for parcels 
sent her son and which he especially 
mentioned when writing to her. 

Dechene Accuses 
Hansell Protests 

J. M. Dechene, Liberal M.P. for 
Athabaska, stated in the House of 
Commons that the Alberta govern¬ 
ment was not pulling its weight in the 
war effort, and criticized Premier 
Aberhart for not being more co-oper¬ 
ative in the Sirois conference. He said 
that Premier Aberhart should at once 
have accepted Finance Minister II- 
sley’s proposal that provinces vacate 
the personal and corporation income 
tax field. Instead of co-operating fin¬ 
ancially in respect to war effort, Al¬ 
berta last year voted the heaviest 
public spending program in the prov¬ 
ince’s history, said Mr. Dechene. He 
added that Alberta taxpayers had to 
"Bear the cost of publication of a news¬ 
paper which was used to insult those 
who did not agree with the govern¬ 
ment. 

There were many interruptions 
from the Social Credit members with 
K. G. Hansell, M.P., protesting most 
vigorously against any charge that 
the government or people of Alberta 
"wpre In any sense dis l oya l to war ef¬ 
fort. He said there was no more loy¬ 
al citizen than Premier Aberhart.

Waste Collection 
Now Necessary 

An article on the activities of a sal¬ 
vage committee in an Ontario town 
has led one of our subscribers to ask 
why a similar organization could not 
be set up in Vulcan and, presumably, 
in other towns in the west. Some of 
the cities, such as Calgary, have sal¬ 
vage depots in operation but this 
worthwhile war effort see ms to have 
been overlooked or neglected in towns 
such as Vulcan. 

Elevator organizations are doing 
wonderful work in helping collect 
scrap iron from farms, but a tow-n 
salvage committee collects srrap me¬ 
als, rags, bones, papers, bottles. One 
would not throw away a bullet, a 
bomber part or a soldier’s blanket, 
but these are iust the things waste 
material provides. Old paper makes 
cartridge wads. Rags, old clothing, 
sweaters, wool sox, etc., proride rug 
blankets and great coats. Wiping rags 
are in great demand for munitions 
production. Almost every kind of 
waste can be put to some practical 
use. . 

The biggest problem would be col¬ 
lection and storage but a successful 
salvage plan could be put into opera¬ 
tion 'in almost any community 
through the co-operation of the var¬ 
ious local organization.*

Small Increase 

Cattle and calves on Canadian 
farms Dec. 1, 1910, numbered 8,316,- 
000, an increase of only one per cent, 
over the low point reached in 1937 
and three per cent, under the Decem¬ 
ber, 1934, estimate of 8,539,000. Indi¬ 
cative of the increased demand for 
teef was the increase in the number 
of beef cattle from 3,483,000 in 193f 


to 3,622,000 in 1940 and a decrease in 
milk cattle from 4,741,000 to 4,694,000. 

“The Canadian cattle market has 
its healthiest appearance of more than 
10 years,” said one agriculture, de¬ 
partment official. “The loss in num¬ 
bers due to the drought years are be¬ 
ing replaced and the increased de¬ 
mand for beef at home is most no¬ 
ticeable.”

“W HY are people round this district ashamed of 
1 their farms?” This question asked recently 
brought a challenge indignantly met. '" w They are not 
ashamed of their farms.

He meets a great many farmers in town- and 
drives round the countryside a good deal. He sees 
many fine farms with comfortable houses and every 
evidence of care and pride in home .surroundings. But 
the places are nameless. He has not a clue to the iden¬ 
tity of the man who has impressed his personality in 
various ways on his home acres and he finds it very ir¬ 
ritating. 

So do we all, and probably the worst teaser of any of 
these country trips is the mailbox on which the lettering 
is blurred or turned at an angle that cannot be read. 

There are a few homes in this district where the own¬ 
er hats his name clearly marked for everyone to see. It 
is a pleasure for the motorist to look upon these excep¬ 
tions. But he would find our roads infinitely more inter¬ 
esting and more memorable if all the homes had identi¬ 
fication tags. 

Then there is the man who has business which takes 
him on trips to the country. What a life he must lead 
trying to get specific directions and descriptions. 

It seems an affront to any comforiaole, lived-in rural 
home not to gfve it a name; either that of the owner, or 
a trade name of some suitable nature. 

This is an age of publicity and there could be no more' 
justifiable and even profitable publicity given to any 
farm than a neat entrance and an identification title by 
which its ownership would be established in the mem¬ 
ory of the hundreds of passersby.

Public opinion as to the smartness of Nazi leaders was 
evident in public suspicion that Rudolph Hess’s air voyage 
to Scotland was another of their clever tricks. How any¬ 
one could take such a view passes comprehension. Suppose 
Eden or Atlee had flown in similar fashion into Germany, 
how would we have felt about it? It would have been ac¬ 
claimed a signal victory for the Nazis. It would probably 
have meant an end to active American intervention. Isn’t 
it likely therefore, that Hess’s adventure has had a de¬ 
pressing effect in Germany ?

One Positive Blessing 


(From The High River Times) 

TN last week’s issue a brief sketch was given of town 
developments since incorporation in 1906. It serv¬ 
ed to stir the memories of a number of older residents to 
comparisons of past and.present. Despite the great ad¬ 
vances in material comforts—the improvements in 
homes, streets, sidewalks, water, heat and power facili¬ 
ties, the arguments are not all in favor of the present. 
Balanced against the conveniences of today are the 
buoyancy, peace and good cheer of those “good old 
days,” which they say are gone forever. 

But those who have been asked the question “Which 
of all modern developments have brought the greatest 
blessing to the town and district?” reply almost unani¬ 
mously “Our hospital system and medical care.” Ana 
even those who do not think immediately of this service 
as being of foremost consequence, are ready to admit 
its widespreading benefits. 

Sometimes we are inclined to take for granted the 
combined advantages of the municipal hospital and 
medical contracts which are augmeoted-in this district 
by the Health service also. But conversation with peo¬ 
ple from most other parts of Canada or from United 
States, makes us quickly aware of one of the greatest 
values this district can boast. Visitors comment fav¬ 
orably on scenic charms and town appearance, but they 
are openly amazed at the medical and hospital services 
which obtain here. One hears of few similar arrange¬ 
ments comparable to ours in any part of the continent. 

When the municipal hospital was first established, one 
of the slogans was “dollar-a-day babies.” Prior to tha. 
time, very few of the district babies were bom in hos¬ 
pital, and one need not enlarge on the difficulty, ex¬ 
pense—and too often complications—of home nursing. 
The cost today in maternity cases alone, is about one- 
third of what it used to be in the good old days, and the 
care is infinitely better. In other conditions of illness, 
no one is likely to forget the overwhelming burden of 
doctor and hospital bills w-hich might fall upon an un¬ 
fortunate family at any time. Now a whole family has 
doctor’s care at a flat rate of $25 a year. Cheap hospital¬ 
ization has an additional advantage in taking the sick 
out of the home, to an institution dedicated to their 
care. This relieves the strain on the family and gives 
the assurance of more expert, better qualified treat¬ 
ment. 

The advantages of the combination of medical contract 
and municipal hospitalization are so numerous, so ob¬ 
vious and so basically important to general well .hein* 
that they are recognized by all. No better endorsement 
of this modem service could be given than the extension 
which is being built on the present hospital with an al¬ 
most unanimous approval of contributors.

As a self-made strategist with a gift colonelcy 
ind an earned medal, he is sure Germany will win, yet 
Hess who knows more about it gives up a high place in the 
Nazi hierarchy just when Germany is at the peak of suc¬ 
cess and goes to the enemy country that Lindbergh has 
placed in the big list of vanquished nations. What does he 
think of it anyway? We have not seen him quoted but he 
probably accepts the Nazi thesis of ill-health bringing 
about hallucinations.

Tom Wintringham, writing from 
Surrey, England, to the “New Repub¬ 
lic” outlines dLelopments in war 
tactics, and suggests certain means by 
which United States can prepare ui 
the matter of home defence. 

He reminds Americans that they 
themselves began to change time honj 
ored military tactics when George 
Washington started the business of 
hide and. fire, skirmishing and mobil¬ 
ity. Previous to that war used to be 
a pleasant formal chess game. Then 
j-ee and Grant came along w^n shel¬ 
ter and fire. Their shelter was breast 
work not trench, but it led to trench 
war. “Field fortifications” said Mr. 
Wintringham, “begins with then.Then 
Sherman showed best of all how a mo¬ 
bile force raiding deep behind the 
lines can destroy opposing armies it 
never sees. 

“Then along came another Ameri¬ 
can 1 —Hiram Maxim—to end mobility 
by inventing a 1 machine which made a 
web of fire through which men could 
not break .and held'battle fronts lock¬ 
ed from October 1914. In 1916 came 
the first break in this web of fire 
when the gasoline engine and the

people heard of parachutists in Hol¬ 
land, they began to form patrols. Now 
the force is 2,000,000 strong. These 
are only civilians working in spare 
time, but they Ure a competent mili¬ 
tary organization. 

“You in America, have time, pro¬ 
ductive capacity, to make submachine 
guns, hand grenaoes, civilian trucks 
and so on. Your civilians have time 
because you need not guard continu¬ 
ally against present attack. Above all 
you can put weapons in the hands of 
your citizens and have discipline be¬ 
cause of their voluntary agreement, 
consent and beliefs. 

“I have been very proud in training 
the Home Guard ill Britain to see that 
while no man can be punished by a su¬ 
perior officer, and any man can re¬ 
sign, there has been scarcely a" need 
for any punishment, and resignations 
have been few.. 

Better Than Tolalitarians 

“If you want to fight a successful 
modern war, you must go beyond to¬ 
talitarianism. The Nazis have devel¬ 
oped war to a point where they dare 
not take the next imperative step. 
They dare not arm the'Czechs, Poles, 
Norwegians, French, Dutch, etc. Be¬ 
cause they do not govern by consent, 
but by force and deceit, they can make 
little further progress. Whether we 
in Britain can make further progress 
in time, is the question here. But you 
in America can do it quite certainly, 
without question of time or conserva¬ 
tism. Starting with a new defensive 
army of free men, America can also 
develop the machines for attack which 
will help other nations to regain, or to 
make secure their freedom.”

West Has Built Up 
Eastefn Canada 

J. Gregory of Battleford, 

Tells Parliament of Tariffs; 
Economic Flow of Wealth to 
Strengthen East 

Speaking in the House of Commons 
J. A. Gregory, M.P. of Battleford 
made the claim that Western Canada 
has built up "Ontario and Quebec, 
making Big banks out of little banks, 
big factories out of little factories, 
etc. 

Referring to western settlement, he 
contracted the slow -development of 
wooded pioneer eastern Canada, with 
overnight development on the open 
prairie. He says: “Our various in¬ 
stitutions of schools, roads, public 
buildings, etc., had* thrust upon them 
within the space of a decade or two, 
a task which was spread over at least 
three generations in the older prov¬ 
inces. Since the west was new, un¬ 
tried country, high rates of interest 
were demanded on hond issues, and 
the price thus paid by provincial and i 
municipal governments to create a j 
modern country was a heavy one. 

“Another phase _ of economic life 
from which the west ’ has suffered 
through its whole history is the tar¬ 
iff. It has meant a burden on every¬ 
thing bought. It has been estimated 
that Saskatchewan annually paid out 
$29,000,000 by way of tariff burden. 
The tariff also operated as a prohibi¬ 
tion against the purchase of foreign 
goods, and to“that extent restricts the 
sale of producers’ goods in the for¬ 
eign countries in which those goods 
should be sold.
